Washington, D. C., March 9.—[{Special.]}— 
Actual consideration of the Panama canal 
treaty was begun in the senate today behind 
closed doors. The present indications are 
that the treaty will be ratified within a 
comparatively short space of time. 

The understanding is that, although Sena- 


sonally, he realizes none the less that there 
is no possible political advantage in the de- 
| laying of action. It is believed that he al- 
ready has decided that a vote may be taken 
as soon as a reasonable time for debate has 
been afforded.

The treaty was reported out of tke com- 
mittee this morning, with only one senator 
dissenting, and that was, of course, Senator 
Morgan himself. 

An understanding has been reached be- 
tween the republican and democratic lead- 
ers that Mr. Morgan, who is one of the most 
beloved men in the senate, shal be treated 
with the utmost consideration. He will pot 
_be expected to speak too long in any one 
day, and the only requirement will be that 
he shall speek more or less continuously, 

On his part, Senator Morgan hae intimat-

There. is a great protection against delay 
in the fact that the treaty is being consid- 
ered in executive seseion. No speeches made 
there can be printed in the Record, and there 
is no incentive for filibustering, because the 
republicans have the whole summer on their 
hands practically, and the democrats will 
put themselves in a bad position by posing 
before the country as delaying the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. They would have no 
opportunity of justifying any such action, 


/'and Mr. Gorman is much too shrewd a poli- 


tican to put his party in so awkward a po- 
sition. \ 

There is much more doubt being expressed 
‘as regards the Cuban reciprocity treaty. The 
republicans nominally have fifty-seven votes 
of their own, and it would seem as if they 
ought to be able to get three democratic 
votes without much difficulty. 

They republican managers. in the senate 
think they have secure working pledges 
from all the members of their own party, in- 
cluding even such pronounced beet sugar 
senators as Burrows of Michigan, Dietrich 
of Nebraska, and Stewart of Nevada. 
Whether these pledges will ‘hold good fot 
an indefinite length of time remains to be 
seen. 

There are three or four democratic sen- 
ators who would vote for the treaty beyond 
al} doubt on its merits, but it would not be 
an extraordinary thing if it were made a 
party measuré and these democrats were 
compelled to abide by the decision of a cau- 
cus which undoubtedly would be adverse to 
the treaty. 

It has been represented to Mf. Gorman by 
some republicans, who are secretly foment- 
ing opposition, that if the democrats boldly 
assume the credit for killing reciprocity with 
Cuba they might thereby secure the votes of 
certain critical beet sugar states like Michi- 
gan, Nebraska, Colorado, Idaho, Nevada, 
and California in the next national election. 

The democrats, it has been represented to 
the party managers, have nothing to gain 
from ratifying the treaty, because the repub- 
licans, with their fifty-seven votes, would 
claim all the credit. 

Political arguments of this character are 
having a good deal of weight among the 
democrats, and the prospects for the Cuban 
treaty are go uncertain as to give agreat dea! 
of anxiety to the republican managers, more

KAISER AB DUEL’ DUELS FRIEND.

—Officers Attacked for Boasting of

Bodies of Victims Burned Beyond 
Recognition and Exact Count 
of Casualties Almost 
Impossible. 


Olean, N. ¥., March 10, 3 a. 
-—A score or more persons were burned to 
death in the railway yards here while watch- 
ing a fire in a string of oil tank cars that

A canvass is being made 
of the city as rapidly as possible to find out 
the names of those missing. 

Injured Taken to Hospital. 

Word was sent at once to Olean police 
headquarters by telephone. Every doctor 
and ambtlance in the city was summoned: 
Grocery wagons and carriages of all kinds 
were pressed into service, and everything 
possible was done to bring the injured with- 
out delay to the hospitals for treatment. 

At midnight the first of the injured ar- 
rived at the hospital. They were four young 
boys. Great patches of flesh were burned 
off and hung in shreds from their bodies. 


ROUSED FROM SLEEP BY FIRE, 
GIRLS FLEE IN NIGHT ROBES. 


Twenty of Them Throw Their Clothes 
Out of Windows and Then Run Down- 
stairs to a Place of Safety. 


Aroused from sleep by fire, twenty young 
women didn’t take time to dress last night, 
but threw their clothing out of the second 
story windows and ran down thestairs to the 
street. Then they found places of shelter 
and their raiment was brought to them by 
friends.

While under arrest, accused of receiving 

and wounded James Bell, ea colored thief and 
@ prisoner in Bell's cell at the Warren ave- 
nue etation, yesterday afternoon. Bell had 
made the charges against Keene. The bullet 
passed through the man’s arm. Both the 
‘policeman and the negro were locked up at 
Warren avenue last night. 

Keene, who is also a colored man, is a de- 
tective at the Desplaines street station. 
Last Sunday afternoon, while.in the vicinity 
of Green and Lake streets, he met Beil. 

“Where did you get your new ‘ benny’? 
asked Keene, referring to the light overcoat 
Bell was 


“ It’s a fine coat, alicight. How would you 
like to trade?’ continued the detective. 


Trades Coat with Policeman. 

Bell agreed to the exchange, and the two 
coats were traded. After a few minutes the 
two men parted. Late in thé evening Bell 
was arrested for stealing the overcoat from 
a tailor shop at West Madison street and 
Western avenues. He was taken to the War- 
ren avenue police station, where yesterday 
morning he told Capt. Peter M. Kelly that a 
policeman was wearing the coat for the 
stealing of which he had been arrested. 

* Who is the policeman wearing the coat?” 
asked Capt. Kelly. 

“John Keene of the Desplaines street sta- 
tion,’’ was the reply. 

Detectives were sent to Keene’s home, 727 
Grove avenue, where Keene was found 
,}asleep. The coat was found hanging over 
chair. 

When he was taken to the police station 
and questioned Keene told how he happened 
to have the coat. The policemen said they 
believed him, but that the charges would 
have to be investigated, and, in the face of 
the statements made by Bell, and the fact he 
had the overcoat, he would have to remain 
in their custody until the matter was report- 
ed to Chief O’ Neill and Inspector Shea. 


Keene Shoots His Accuser.

ST. LOUIS IMPORTS BACILLI 
TO PUT IN SANITARY CANAL. 


Special Breed of Germs Brought from 
Europe and Turned Loose at Lemont 
When Sleuths Are Asleep. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 9.—[Special. St. 
Louis imported 107 barrels of prodegrosus 
bacilli from Europe, and surreptitiously 
dumped them into the sanitary drainage 
canal at Lemont, fifteen miles from Chicago. 
A few days afterwards the same brand of 
bacilli was drawn from a drinking faucet in 
the St. Louis city hall. 

These facts were brought out today in 
testimony given before the United States 
Supreme court commissioner by Dr. Armand 
Ravold. 

Dr. Ravold said that he imported the pro- 
degrosus bacilli from Europe because they 
differ from any species known in the United 
States, and, therefore, are easily recognized. 
They resemble the typhoid bacilli, but are 


| harmless. 


The bacilli were imported to St, Louls in 
the fall of 1900, and taken to the town of 
Lemont on a fast train, making the trip 
after nightfall. The contents of the 107 
barrels were dumped into the stream shortly 
after midnight, when the sleuths employed 
by the Chicago sanitary district were off 
duty. The same species of bacilli were then 
taken from the water after they had passed 
down the canal, the INinols and the Missis- 
sippi river to the intake in St. Louis. 
“From these experiments,” said Dr. Ra- 
vold, “I am quite certain that typhoid ba- 
cilli can and do live from Chicago to St 
St. Louis. The that the bacilli pass 
through a rapid current of water gives them 
renewed life, and it is not ondy possible but 
a fact that these typhoid bacilli are found in 
the drinking water in St. Louds, despite the 
effort of the city to purify the water.” 

The hearing of evidence in this case will 
continue in St. Louis for another month at 
least. Attorney General Hamlin, represent- 
ing the state of Ildndis and the sanitary 
@strict of Chicago, arrived today to conduct 
the case for his clients. He stated that an 
eflort would be made to prove that the water 
was much purer than had been represented 
by the St. Louis bactertologiets.

With such argu- 
ments the smoke aldermen worsted the anti- 
smoke members and secured another post+ 
ponement—which was all they wanted, 

Mayor Harrison saved the ordinance from 
defeat, although he votedagainstit. He dis- 
claimed any especial interest tn it, and said 
he thought any measure needed a fair hear- 
ing, and the smoke ordinance could not get 
it last night, he said. 


Ordinance Almost Killed. 

The Vote stood 27 to 27 on the question of 
postponing, and the mayor voted with the 
smoke aldermen. If he had voted with the 
others the ordinance would have gone to @ 
vote and would have been defeated, lacking 
the necessary thirty-five. 

That smoke makes a good, healthful at- 
mosphere, indicative of prosperity and the 
full dinner pail, was the argument advanced 
by Ald. McInerney as soon as Ald. Werno 
brought up the ordinance. 

“Smoke does not affect the people in my 
ward,”. he said, ‘“‘ The stockyards district 
is the healthiest in the city. We have the 
healthiest babies. We have the most of 
them: We are carrying out President Roose- 
velt's wishes to populate the country. Every 
' one of our babies has a good, healthy pair 
of lungs. None of them cares for this antix. 


“We have in manufacturing interests 
ais and we have encouraged them to stay 


for them to do business. There are lots of 


smoke while they were getting their pile, 
and now they have become so finicky that 
they can’t stand for it. If you don’t like 
smoke, move. Get out of the city. 

“What you will do if you pass this ordi- 
nance is to give a monopoly to the Chicago | 
Edison company. Electricity will have to 
take the place of steam,’’: 

Carey Defends the Smoke. 

Ald. Carey supported McInerney in his 
views on stockyards atmosphere. 

“‘T have yet to hear the first man, woman, 
or child fn the stockyards district complain 
of the smoke,” he said. “ They know their 
living comes out of the places which are 
making the smoke.’’ 

Aldermen from other manufacturing dige 
tricts, such as South Chicago, were positive 
that nothing should be done to regulate 
plants, but they thought something might 
be done to regulate locomotive smoke. Ald. 
Ruxton, who is a locomotive engineer, was 
positive that nothing could be done to abate 
this nuisance, but he thought something 
might be done with the river tugs. There 
was no alderman present to defend the tugs, 
Every one was against the tugs. 

“I have been traveling in a locomotive 
cab for thirty-six years,” said the engineer 
alderman. ‘Half this time I have been 
black as a ‘ coon,’ covered with coal dust and 
breathing smoke. I am 65 years old next 
June, but I'll bet I can holler as loud as any 
man in this council. Smoke hasn’t burt my 


lungs.” 

Alderman Speaks. 
Ald. Ruxton, continuing, referred to the 
numerous attempts which railroad com- 
panies have made to find stnoke preventives 
and especially to the two engines which the 
Illinois Central has equipped. 
“JT rode in the cab of engine No. 1428 on 
the Central on one occagion,” he said. “It 
had a $260 device in the boiler. This fellintoe 
‘the firebox and the engineer had to call for 
another engine to bring his trainin. That's 
what you want all the roads to do—to spend 
$250 on each engine putting in an experiment 
which may fail The Chicago and North- 
western road has 1,500 engines. Look at the 
expense you will cause. 
“Every time there is a complaint against 
a locomotive it is the engineer who catches 
it from the superintendent, and he does not 
deserve the blame. He hes been trying to

Clergyman at Rockford, Ill., Says 
"Blending of the Races Is the Only 
Way to Place All on the Same Basis. 


Rockford, lll, March 9.—[{Special.]—In a 
sermon on the race problem the Rev. Robert 
C. Bryant, one of the leading clergymen of 
the city, created a sensation by advocating 
the intefmarriage of the whites and negroes.

ily of one great father,’”’ said Mr. Bryant. 

“The destiny of the negro is the destiny of 
all the races, to absorb and be absorbed by 
all the others until there is only one race fam- 
ily upon the earth. 

“This intermingling of the races is going 
on faster than we know. A young negro 
man, especially a mulatto, if he has intelli- 
gence and character, has no difficulty in mar- 
rying a white girl, if he wishes to do so, for 
there are many girls who would rather mar- 
Try a negro of good character than a white 
man of bad character. And so would you 
or I, no doubt, if it came to be a question 
with us. 2 

“ The caste lines and the race lines must be 
swept away, and the future of the negro as 
‘well as of all other races must be the same. 
This is the ideal, therefore let us welcome 
the signs of its coming, and let us not at- 
‘tempt to check the natural progress of life, 
according to the divine purpose.”’ ,

Levinson, who is 45 years old, came to Chi- 
cago last August from Omaha, where he had 
conducted a small dry goods store, and 
opened general stores at Milwaukee aventie 
and Nobile street and at 100 South Halsted 
street. He had between $7,000 and $8,009 
capital and used it so shrewdly that he se- 
cured practicaliy unlimited credit in this 
city, New York, 8. Louis, Philadephia, and 
other centers of trade. 
At the time of his fallure Levineon’s Na- 
bilities were placed at $40,000 and hie assets, 
realized from the sale of his stock, were 
about $6,000. He was forced into bank- 
ruptcy by Attorneys Friedman & Rogan, 
acting Downs & Co., William Ogner 
& Co., an@ Graham Bros., all Chicago cred- 
jtors. Their claims respectively were $650, 
$375, and $750.

SHOCK TOTHE DIPLOMATS 


Hustling American Breaks Down 
Tradition by Fixing Own 
_ Time for Interview. _ 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.] 
BERLIN, March 9.—D. R. Francis, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis exposition, had a fifty 
minute interview with Emperor William 
at noon today. Much surprise has been 
occasioned in diplomatic circles over the 
favor shown to Mr. Francis. First, he fixed 
the time for the audience himeelf, and, sec- 
ond, he taiked with the Kaiser nearly an 
hour, the usual length of a private audi- 
ence being five minutes. 
The kaiser asked many questions about the 


exposition and showed much 
fairs in the United States. 
Dr. Lewald, the German commissioner to 
the exposition, gave a breakfast in honor 
of Mr. Francis today, many business men 


and manufacturers being present. i 

After the breakfast, Mr. Francis called 
with Ambassador Tower upon the members 
of the cabinet and others entitled to official 
calls. Chancellor ven Billow and Foreign 
Secretary Reichthofen received Mr. Francis 
by appointment. 

Baron von Reichthofen, representing Em- 
peror William, gave a dinner in honor of 
Mr. Francis at the foreign ministry tonight. 
The guests included Ambassador Tower, Dr. 
Lewald, Joseph Brucker of the 8t. Louis 
exposition, and nearly all the members of 
the cabinet. 

Mr. Francis took a train for Brussels, in- 
tending to embark on the Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm for New York at Cherbourg instead 
of at Bremen. He was accompanied by his 
secretary, J. E. and Lieut. Car- 
den. 

The effect of President Francis’ visit here 
has been to stimulate German interest in 
the St. Louis exposition, especially among 
those who always look to the emperor to 
take the initiative. 


SEES DISASTER FOR AMERICA. 


London Times Declares the United 
States Has a Period of Economic

INCREASE IN THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Estimates for 1903-4 Provide for 127,- 
100 Officers and Men and Thirty- 
nine New Warships. 


LONDON, March 9.—The British navy es- 


: fimates for 1908-'04, issued this evening, pro- 


vide for an expenditure of $179,184,206, an 
increase of $16,010,000, of which amount $11,- 
180,000 will be devoted to shipbuilding and 
repairs. 

The maintenance estimates provide for 
127,100 officers and men, an increase of 4,600 
officers and men. 

The new construction includes three bat- 
tleships, four armored cruisers, three pro- 
tected cruisers, fifteen torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, ten torpedo boats, two coast guard 
cruisers, 4 river gunboat, and an admfralty 
yacht. 


SEEK AGREEMENT IN PERSIA. 


Great Britain and Russia Trying to 
Reach an Understanding Respect- 
_ ing Rival Interests. 


LONDON, March 9.—Supporters of a 
friendly understanding between Russia and 
Great Britain are interested in a statement 
made by Under Foreign Secretary Cranborne 
in the house of commons today. The secre- 
tary declared the government was of the 
opinion that it was most desirable there 
should be an understanding between Great 
Britain and Russia on the subject of their 
interests in Persia, and, he added, the ques- 
tion had lately been discussed by the two 
governments.

TELL OF SHIPWRECK AND FIGHT. 


Sailors of the Bark Alex McNeil Say 
Officers Were Drunk When Vessel 
Went on Reef. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 9.—Capt. Jer- 
gensen and nine of the crew of the American 
bark Alex. McNeil, which was stranded 
on Pratas reef, near Hongkong, Dec. 24, 
arrived héte today on the steamer Coptic 
from the orient. 

The sa#lors say that shortly after the vessel 
left Hongkong, Dec. 10, the officers became 
intoxicated, and the vessel drifted from its 
proper course, finally bringing up on the 
reef, where it went to pieces. 

A drunken fight followed, during which, the 
sailors assert, the ship's carpenter emptied 
bis revolver at the officers, but was too 
intoxicated to aim with precision, and no 
one wasinjured. A boat containing the first 
mate and four of the crew was lost, and no 
trace of the men was found. _ 

The safors remained on the reef for three 
weeks, finally putting to sea in an improvised 
boat, and were picked up by a steamer.

CUBAN FIGHT ON TREATY. 


Senor Senguilly Continues His Argu- 
ment Against Reciprocity with 
the United States.

HAVANA, March 9.—Sefior Sanguilly to- 
day in the senate continued his opposition to 
the ratification of the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States. He denied that the 
treaty would benefit either the Cuban pro- 
ducer or the United States consumer, and 
asserted that the trusts would be the sole 
beneficiaries. He argued that the business 
Interests in the United States aspired to 
make Cuba an economic colony of the United 
States, and it was surprising to him how 
so good a friend of Cuba as President Roose-

The miseries of Cuba, continued Sefior 
Sanguilly, had been overdrawn to influence 
the reciprocity movement, the Cuban su- 
gar producers being in a better situation than 
those in the United States, for 82 per cent of 
the beet sugar factories in the United States 
were heavily mortgaged.

Inducements also will 
be offered him at this conference to hurry 
the work to completion. For every day he 
finishes the work in advance of the time 
specified in the contract he will be allowed 
one day’s penalty off of the arrearage on his 
contract for the exterior work.

Topeka, Kas., March 9.—[Special.]~The 
State Temperance union has started a move- 
ment to have the battleship Kansas chris- 
tened with water instead of wine. Senator 
Codding, voicing the sentiment of the unfon 
today introduced a resolution in the senate 
stating that it ts the desire of the legislature 
“that no champagne or other intoxicating 
liquor shall be used, but that the battleship 
shall be christened with the mingled waters 
of our sun kissed rivers of Kansas, the Ar- 
kansas and the Kaw.”

NAVAL MILITIAMAN KILLED 
"TRYING TO KEEP THE PEACE. 


Lieut. amate Bradley Shot by Mold- 
er Who Had Quarreled with One of 
HisSeamen. | 


Moline, Ill., March 9.—[Special.]—Seeking 
to make peace in a quarrel in which one 
of his seamen was involved, Lieut. Arthur

STRIKE AT HAMMOND PLANT. 


Beef Luggers Demand More Pay but 
fre Ordered Back to Work—Ad- 
_justment Expected Today. 


The packing plant of the G. H. Hammond 
company, at Hammond, Ind., wag tied up 
during yesterday morning and early after- 
noon by a strike of the beef luggers. . These 
men carry the meat after it has been cut 
into quarters. They have been getting $15 
a week for fifty-four hours’ work. This is 
$2 less than the Chicago scale, which they 
demanded.

Colored men took their places, 
and trouble is expected today unless an 
adjustment is reached. 

The engineers and firemen employed by the 
county demanded the union scale from the 
finance committee of the.county board yes- 
terday, and received a promise that it will 
be given them, 


ATTACKS IDEA OF THE TRINITY. 


The Rev. T. D. Ware Tells Baptist Min- 
isters There Are Not Three Per- 
| sons, but One. : 


The Rev. Thomas D. Ware, a post gradu- 
ate student at the University of Chicago, 
delivered an address before the Baptist 
ministers’ conference yesterday, in which 
he attacked the old theory of the holy trintty.

FIGHT FIRE NEAR EXPLOSIVES. 


Musham’s Men in Danger at Alston 
Manufacturing Company Blaze— 
Loss Put at $10,000. 


Fire in the paint factory of the Alston 
Manufacturing company at Currier and Crit- 
tenden streets yesterday afternoon threat- 
ened for a time to destroy the entire plant. 
The fire originated in the second floor of the 
color room, a two story addition to the main 
building, in the basement of which was 
stored a large quantity of naphtha. For a 
time it was feared that a serious explosion 
might occur. There were a number of minor 
explosions. 

Sixty men are employed at the plant, but 
none was injured. The color room ts the de- 
partment in which the pigments are ground 
before they are mixed with the oils. Heavy 
stone rollers are used in the grinding process 
and sparks are often thrown off. It is 
thought that such a spark caused the fire. 

The loss is put at $10,000, covered by in- 
surance.

Chicago Is Planned for 
Next August, 


WILL BE A FREE FOR ALL. 
Drivers May Choose Any Route 
They Please—Many Ene 
tries. Assured. 


A go as you please race for automobiles 
from New York to Chicago will be held. 
under the auspices of the Automobile Club 
of America and the Chicago Automobile 
chub in August. 

The compétitors will start from New York 
and run at top speed by whatever routes 
they choose, victory to be with the car that 
first crosses the tape at the finish. 

Dr. Frank G. Davis, chairman of the com- | 
mittee.on runs for the Chicago club, has re- 
eelved two letters from Chairman Hil! of 
the A. C. A. racing committee, outlining the 
plans and asking the Chicago club’s support. 

This has been enthusiastically promised, 
and Dr. Davis said the race was assured. 
The committee of the A. C. A. is at work on 
the plans, and it is expected the rules of the 
contest and public call for entries will be 
issued within two weeks. 

If held this race of 1,100 miles without rest 
will be the longest automobile race and per- 
haps the longest race of any kind ever run on 
land.

But of this 
there were 225 miles in France and 369 
in Austria, separated by a stretch of 229 
miles through Switzerland which was not

President Eliot of Harvard college has of 
late been exposing the weak spots in political 
life, in the school administration, in the re- 
-ligious situation, in the domestic economy, 
and in racial responsibility. He has an- 
nounced many theories, floated several airy 
@peculations, sounded many keynotes, and 
| kindly pointed out national and individual 
‘Imcompetencies, big and little, sometimes 
in an airy and delightful and sometinies in 

@rave and sérrowing manner. Asa rule 
hig strictures have been cheerfully received 
by the public, the only fault found, perhaps, 
being that they follow each other so rapidly 
that one is not digested before two or three 
more are tendered. 

Usually deference has been paid to Presi- 
dent Bliot’s suggestions. Once in a while, 
however, protest has to be made, and such 
an occasion is now at hand. The whole 
_ “wild and woolly west ” will rise up in pro- 
test against his latest declaration that 
; “eastern men seem to get things done and 
a gecomplsh their purposes quicker than 
western men. The difference between east-

It is working all the time, and the ferment 

is so strong that if it did not find vent the 

bottle would have to go. The boundless 

rural west is manufacturing enthusiasm all 

the timé and supplyingit toits cities. When 

the cities get an oversupply, as happens every 
now and then, it is sent totheeast. Chicago 
alone has stocked New York, and Boston, 
Philadelphia with enthusiasm. It has 
sent them enthusiastic students, professors, 
ministers, lawyérs, politicians, merchants, 
financiers, and promoters. They are the 
men who, according to President Eliot, are 
“getting things. done and accomplishing 
their purposes quickly.” The west is the 
great supply depot of enthusiasm for the 

‘ east. That effete section might get stag- 
nant were it not for the supply of “ I Wills ” 
which the wideawake west is continually 
sending to it. Hven the country’s president, 
strenuous as he is by nature, comes west 
every chance he can get for a reinforcement 
of enthusiasm. If the president of Har- 
yard would follow his example more fre- 
quently the pace of Harvard would be great- 
ly accelerated, and the president would have 
some difficulty in keeping the bottle corked. 


WEARY OF LIFE.

| er would not give him beer, ended his worth- 

lees life. 

Ali these tragedies happened on the pleas- 
antest day this year, when instead of cold 
and fog and darkness the sun shone bright- 
ly and the robins and the snowdrops an- 
nounced that spring is here, and men and 
women were enjoying themselves, glad to. 
be out of doors for pleasure. What is the 
meaning of it all? Why are men and wom- 
en so willing, even so anxious, to quit a 
world of so much coinfort and pleasure? 
Why ere so many children, sometimes for 
the most trivial of causes, willing to give 
up their young lives with all the possibili- 
ties of pleasure ahead of them and but 
tle knowledge of the real troubles and sor- 
rows of life? What is wrong in the econ- 

omy of life? Here is a topic much better 

- worth the study of our sociologists and re- 
formers than most of the subjects which 
engage their attention. Here are no the

PUSH THE CHARTER AMENDMENT. 

‘ The Chicago charter amendment will be 
considered in the judiciary committee of the 
senate today and in the house committee to- 
morrow. It is much to be desired that it 
may be acted upon favorably in both com- 
mittees and be reported by them to their re- 
spective houses so it may receive early con- 
si tionin them. The legislature isnow 
ready to settle down to work, but before 
long spring will come and there will be grow- 
‘ing impatience among legislators to get 
away. 
some, and the courts will attract others. 
The farmers will wish to get into their fields. 
It will be difficult to get a full attendance, 
‘but it is needed when measures are up which 
require a two-thirds vote of all the senators 
and representatives elected. Chicagoans 
who are acquainted with the dangers to 
which delayed: legislation is exposed will 
become nervous if their constitutional 
amendment does not get out of committee in 
good season. 

An early opportunity shauld be given the 
friends of the amendment to explain its mer- 
its on the floor of the house and of the senate, 
and to show why it should be given the 
right of way over other proposed amend- 
ments. Only one can be submitted to the 
people at the fall election of 1904, and there 
are cogent reasons why a measure designed 
to give Chicago the better system of govern- 
ment it has long needed so much should be 
given the preference over a woman suffrage 
amendment. The friends of such a measure 
are entitled to an opportunity to urge it, but 
they will not be able to convince the general 
assembly that the welfare of Chicago should 
be sacrificed in ordér that the voters of the 
state may have an opportunity to reject a 
proposition they are not yet prepared to 
accept. 

If the Chicago members press the sale 
amendment with the unanimity and energy 
which their constituents expect uf them its 
success in the legislature isassuréd. When- 
ever men in the general assembly from other 
parts of the state find Chicago members 
petitioning as a unit for legislation for the 
city—especially when it is legislation which 
affects the city alone—they invariably give 
what is asked for. They will be all the more 
ready to do so in this instance because they 
are familiar with the situation in Chicago 

and with the need of relief. The Chicago 
members can secure the submission of the 
amendment if they will put it ahead of all 
other local measures. Some desirable local 
bills may fail at this session, but Cook coun- 
ty members will not be censured on account 
of it if they accomplish what their constitu- 
ents have most at heart—the subm of 
the charter amendment. | | 


THE GREAT AMERICAN PREACHER 

America has had many great preachers 
who have exerted a wonderful influence— 
sometimes evanescent, and sometimes last- 
ing—for good. Everything considered, 
Henry Ward Beecher was the greatest of 
them all. He was a mighty force while 
living, and, though he has been dead for 
many years, and the ranks of those who 
listened to and were thrilled by his wonder- 
ful eloquence are thinning, his influence 
| still lives. When one hears a man like 
Gr ver Cleveland acknowledging his deep 
indebtedness to Mr. Beecher and tellipg of 
the enduring impression made on him by a 
single sermon nearly half a century ago, 
one can get an idea of the effect which Mr. 
Beecher’s long pulpit ministrations must 
have had. If there were more men like him 
less would be heard of the decay of ithe in- 
fluence of the pulpit. 

His like will not often be found. 
much more than the expounder of a system 
of theology, though no system could have 
been simpler and sweeter than his. He was, 
as J uatice Brewer says, a * preacher in poli- 
tics.” He was a patriot who greatly loved 
his country and who hated and fought every 
form of oppression which existed in it. He 
was never silent in the presence of wrong, 
and for that reason, among others, he was a 
power in and out of the pulpit. Few ser- 
mons stand the test of time. His do. They 
are the despair of the ordinary preacher 
who cannot put into a score of his adilresses 
as much life and force—as much effective 
teaching and stirring eloquence—as Mr. 
Beecher put, apparently with the oie 
‘ease, into one of his. 

It may be long before there. appears an- 
other man so richly endowed in many ways 
as Mr. Beecher was. When he does come 
his church will always be crowded. Thou- 
sands will hang upon his lips and be gov- 
erned by his precepts. He will exert an in- 
fluence which weaker men long for ses can- 
not obtain. |

They have as yét practically given the 
subject no thought. Nor have the voters. 
When they went to the primaries last week 
they were thinking of Stewart or Harlan 
more than of judicial candidates. 

The voting for Cirenit judges will be on 
the first Monday in June, The voters will 
have over a month im which to consider 
the qualifications of the men whose names 
will appear on the republican and demo- 
cratic tickets. That will be time enough, 
especially as it may be assumed that both } 
parties. will nominate candidates of ad- 
mitted merit. In the past the voters have 
often given evidence of their ability to pass 
intelligently on lists of judicial candidates, 
and to defeat the weaker man on a partic- 
ular ticket while electing the better man 
on the same ticket. If each party nomi- 
nates fourteen candidates the prospects for 
the election of the feebler men on either 


ticket will be poor.

 RIENTAL princespes, after nowing 
tasted of the freedom accorded to 
women of the great world in Europe, 
are unable to reaccustom themselves 
to the restrictions and restraints im- 
posed upon the women of Mohammedan 
countries by the harem and genana system. 
On the other hand, the training and educa- 
| tion which they receive within the précincts 
of the harem wp to the time of their mar- 
riage are not of a nature to imbue them 
with high moral principles. 

The result is that scandals among the 
great women of the east are by no means 
infrequent, the latest one to occupy the 
attention of the courts of the old world 
being that which has culminated in the 
flight from Egypt to Vienna of the khedive’s 
younger sister, Princess Nimet Hanem._. 

The princess, who is a woman of excep- 
tional beauty, which she inherited from her 
mother, was married about seven years ago 
at Cairo, with an immense amount of pomp 
{ and ceremony, to her cousin, Prince Djemil 
Toussoun Pagha, who, fond of Viennese life, 
secured not long afterw from the sultan 
the post of counselor and first secretary of 
the Ottoman embassy to the court of Aus- 


The couple ed delightful life, 
dividing their time between Vienna, fashiton- 
able watering places in Europe, and their 
estates in Egypt, until suddenly the;prince 
discovered that his wife had lost her heart 
to a young Austrian nobleman, and that 
his own misfortune was the talk of the 
town. He immediately left Vienna with his 
wife, restored her to her brother, the khe- 
dive, and insisted upon a divorce, declaring 
that his dishonor had been of a too notorious 
character to ever admit of his living again 
with the princess as his wife. 

Accordingly, the digsolution ofthe mar- 
riage was pronounced in due Mohammedan 
form, and the khedive, taking advantage of 
the authority which he possesses ovcer 
the members of. his family, | ordered his 
sister under arrest in her own palace at 
Cairo, while her unfortunate ex-husband, 
resigning post at Vienna, to 
his estates in upper Egypt. — 


In spite ot the perescouende of her cage, 
the princess did not relish this interference 
with her liberty, and, notwithstanding the 
vigilance of those who had been appointed 
by her brother to keep watch over her, she 
managed to escape and get on board the 
mail boat leaving for Triest, and to reath 
Vienna, where she rejoined the young count 
for whose sake she had sacrificed both her 
4 year old boy and her husband. Accom- 
panied by the count, she, after a few days’ 
stay at Vienna, left for Switzerland, where, 
it is announced, she with marry her com- 
panion, after having previously become a 
convert to man Catholicism. She is im- 
mensely ri in her own right, possessing 
large estates both in Bgypt and in Turkey,” 
but it remains to be seen whether her broth- 
er, the khedive, will nfiscate these as 
a ert for her indiscretion.

dren. His objections were imprudent, in 
view of the character of his masterful con- 
sort, and no one was astonished when short- 
ly aftérwards he died suddenly, his demise 
being ascribed by some to fever, and by oth- 
ers to a poisoned cup of coffee, which is the 
usual means adopted in the orient for put- 
ting out of ‘the way people who, for one rea- 
son or another, have rendéred themselves 
‘objectionable. 

His widow did not make ) any pretense of 
mourning his loss, but f so many people 
ready to console her, some of them foreign 
adventurers, that her name becanie a by- 
word even in such a place at Cairo, and her 
father, old Khedive Ismail, was forced to 
intervene in order to hele her to preserve 
some of the conventionalities and proprieties, 

Another of her sons—that is to say, a 
brother of that Prince Djemil who has just 
given up his post in connection with the Otto- 
“man embassy at Vienna—4s Prince Assin, who, 
while serving in the Prussian army, suddenly 
deserted in consequence of financial troubles, 
in which he had beco involved at Berlin, 
his departure from Germany being followed 
by the appearance in the Official Gazette of 
a summons calling upon Prince Assin of 
Egypt, “formerly an officer in the Prussian 
army,-and now without any fixed abode,” 
to appear before the tribunal of the metropo- 
lis, in order to submit to examination with 
regard to a number of promissory notes 
bearing his signature, upon which he had 
raised money, and which had then been dis- 
honored. Subsequently his mother arrived 
at Berlin and paid off all his debts. But so 
far as I know ‘this is the only occasion that 
a notification of this character has been pub- 
lished with regard to a prince of the reigning 
family in any official newspaper in Europe.
